NEW YORK, June 22.—The chief 
characteristic of the wave of sales 
tax laws sweeping the country is 
their lack of uniformity, the Na-

Court said in the NRA decision that it 

could not draw in advance the precise 
line between Federal and state power, it is 
not astonishing that comment about the de- 
cision is very confusing It has, in fact, 
produced some of the strangest paradoxes 
imaginable, 

Thus the President, who has spoken as 
eloquentiy as anyone on the dangers of cen- 
tralized power, found himself out on the end 
of a limb, having given the country the im- 
pression that he would like to override the 
states. The Republican party, which de- 
scends from Washington and Hamilton 
through Lincoln to Theodore Roosevelt, he- 
gan to talk as if it would like to return ‘+o 
the Articles of Confederation which , pre- 
ceded the Constitution. 

Mr. Hoover, who described the attempt of 
the Federal Government to stop a man from 
drinking a giass of beer as a noble experi- 
ment; Mr. Hoover, who from October, 1929. 
to March, 1933, extended the Federal power 
over banks, insurance companies, railroads, 
farms and factories beyond anything ever 
known in time of peace, suddenly emerged 
As an apoastie of the purest Jeffersonian 
doctrine. Mr. Borah delivered an eloquent 
speech in praise of the Conatitution and then 
inserted an amendment into the utility bill 
which was properly denounced as unconsti- 
tutional. Mr. Landen, after an admirable 
speech on the dangers of centralization, spon- 
sored a declaration in regard to agriculture 
which, if it means anvthing, means that the 
agricultural problem is to be handled by 
the central Government, 


[c VIEW of the fact that the Supreme 


As one of those who do not feel they 
have the final and complete answer to the 
question, I have been trying in my mind to 
define the issue. I have not got very far. 
As a mere beginning, I have heen trying 
to classify the various points of view which 
seem to be represented in the debate. The re- 
sult is crude and probably not very import- 
ant, but here it is: 

1. Those who believe that when the Su- 
preme Court interprets the Conatitution. it 
has no choice as to how it will interpret 
it. They would hold, for example, that the 
clause in the Constitution dealing with com- 
merce is just as clearly controlling over the 
opinion of the court as, let us say, the pro- 
vision that the term of the President shal! 
be four years. 

2. Those who believe that in interpreting 
some sections of the Constitution, particular- 
ly that dealing with commerce, the court has 
discretion and adapte the Constitution in the 
light not merely of precedent but of its 
views of public policy. 

3. Those who hold that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has no power not expressly granted. 

4. Those who hold that it hag large re- 
serve and implied powers. 

These are the four main general attitudes 
as to how the Constitution should be inter- 
preted. They have existed since the earliest 
days. It is useful, then, to note certain 
conflicting beliefs about the kind of govern- 


ment we ought to have. The conflict has ex: ° 


is.ed at all times in American history. 

5. Those who believe that the social sys- 
tem is so national in character that it must 
be subject to uniform laws, There are pro- 
Gressives and there are conservatives who 


hold this view. At the moment, the progres- 
sives desire national labor legislation because 
they believe that otherwise a state with high 
labor standards will meet destructive com- 
petition from states with low standards. 

There is also a very strong conservative 
demand for national laws on many matters. 
For example, many bankers would like to 
see a uniform banking system in place of 
the 48 state laws and one Federal law under 
which banking is now conducted. Like the 
progressives interested in labor legislation, 
they argue that some states are lax and 
this makes for unwholesome competition. 
Though the electric power companies are 
for the moment in favor of “states’ rights,” 
the railroads would probably regard it as a 
disaster if rate-making were turned over to 
the 48 states. 

All those who think along these lines, be 
they progressives or conservatives, are par- 
ticularly impressed with the idea that a uni- 
form law is better for their purposes than 
48 separate laws. 

6. They are opposed by those who are con- 
vinced that unless Government is kept de- 
centralized, it will become tyrannical, bu- 
reaucratic and inefficient. This school he- 
lieves that the country is too large, that its 
regional interests are too varied, to make too 
much uniformity desirable. They believe also 
that many vigorous local governments are 
the best training schools for politics, that 
the states are laboratories in which social 
experiments can safely he made, that the 
advantages of uniformity are greatly ex- 
aggerated, that progress made slowly by lo- 
cal consent is surer than progress imposed 
from Washington. 

These two pcints of view do not rest on 
rigid and absolute principles. There is no 
Sane nationalist who wants to abolish the 
states. There is no sane home-ruler who 
does not recognize that some more central- 
ization is necessary and inevitable. Never- 
theless, the opposition is real. The nation- 
alists are prejudiced in favor of centraliza- 
tion, the home-rulers are prejudiced against 
it. On a concrete question, therefore. the 
nationalists have to make a strong case in 
order to convince the home-rulers.

We may note next three conflicting social 
philosophies: 

7. There are those who do not believe that 
government, national or state, should reg- 
ulate business more than it is now regu- 
lated. They are only accidentally believers 
in states’ rights. If the states exercised their 
rights, they would be just as earnestly op- 
pesed. They are really believers in laissez- 
faire. 

8. Those who believe that much more reg- 
ulation of the economy is necessary and de- 
sirable. Temporarily, they are nationalists, 
but if Congress were conservative, they 
would turn to the states. The essential thing 
in their view is the idea that in order to 
regulate the economy, government must 
move in the direction of wage-fixing and 
price-fixing. They are moving toward a 
State capitalism which would eventually he 
indistinguishable from state socialism. Their 
program would require a radical change in 
the Constitution. 

9. Those who believe that laissez-faire and 
state socialism are beth dangerous and im-

“The present situation is chaotic. 
It cannot continue in status quo 
The railroads are seeking to be re- 
leased from the comprehensive reg- 
ulation to which the Congress has 
deemed it necessary to subject 
them and, unless their competitors | 
are subjected to some regulation 
the Congress may have to permit 
them a freer hand to meet that 
competition. | 

“Given a free hand to compete 
with water carriers, the rails could 
again sweep the rivers and coasts 
clean of water competition as they 
did in the past before the Mann- 
Elkins act with it# restriction on 
long-and-short haul discriminations. 

“The committee feels that the 
very existence of -the interstate | 
common carriers by water depends 
on a more even degree of regula- 
tion.” 

The water carrier measure is the 
third of six proposals in President | 
Roosevelt's program for controlling 
all forms of transportation by an 
enlarged Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission

The noble Inca Atahualpa welcomed the 
Visitors with a graciousness that could not 
heave been matched by their own king, 
and was rewarded for his hospitality by 
being murdered. Conquest and pillage 
followed, and tne ships of the conquerors 
returned to Spain with a few odd pounds 
or tons of gold and silver for which they 
paid in unforgettable crime and left be- 
hind them thousands of slain, a civiliza- 
tion destroved and a people robbed of 
even the spirit to rebuild.

W rv the picture today of a world 

raising billions of bushels of pota- 
toes every year; great nations in which 
the potato is the principal food; scientisis 
delving mysteriously about wm their nev- 
er-ending quest of the unanown, or the 
zurer, less romantic quest for improve- 
ment of the known; vast acreages tilled 
by marvelous machinery; a few rows in 
the garden of a mountainer’s home. 

A brakeman climbs to the top of a box 
car and waves an out-flung arm and a 
moment later his signal is answered by 
the blast of a locomotive whistle. A_beil 
clangs, steam hisses, and there is the 
crash, crash, crash of each box car as it 
couples and the train of potatoes ge'‘s 
under way. Pots full of potatoes steam 
upon the great ranges of the hotels and 
restaurants; the hot grease hisses as the 
order of French fried is plunged into the 
smoking vessel; the ovens and the frying 
pans produce food for millions. 

There is utter magnificence in a baked 
potato. Bake it to a turn, break the crisp 
shell and place a piece of butter in the 
cpening at the moment when it is served, 
and you have something that will take 
the eve of the diner from the steak ur 
roast and will act as a potent influence 
for business success. There is in my mind 
a memory that time can not erase of 
potatces baked in the ashes of campfire. 

Mashed potatoes! What a name to con- 
jure with. Conspicuously present are they 
at the feasting table, and the conve- 
nient side dish for the roast or entree of 
the hotel and restaurant. Carefully peeled 
and boiled, hastily mashed after the wa- 
ter is drained off with a bit of butter 
and a dash of sweet milk, and then furi- 
ously whipped. That is the simple recipe, 
and the fluffy goodness that results is 
an award for painstaking care that de- 
lights the eye, pleases the taste and sus- 


HATEVER the story should be we 


tains the strength. 
Potatoes boiled with the jackets on 
are indispensable in modern cookery. 


Served when freshly boiled, before they 
hecome “soggy, they are easily digested 
and relished by millions, some eatinz 
them “skins and all.” When cold and 
peeled thev can be served in so many 
ways that there seems to be no end to 
their usefulness. 

My favorite method is to dice the pota- 
toes, stir them carefully into cream gravy 
that is just a bit thinner than ordinarv, 
add a bit of crumbled or diced American 
cheese and a dash of cayenne, pour into 
a baking dish, cover with more cheese 
and place in the oven until the cheese has 
melted and the whole mess is good and 
hot. 

To serve ham and eggs or bacon and 
eggs without fried spuds to accompany 
this strictly American combination would 
be unpatriotic and undreamed of. The 
best method of all is to slap a whacking 
good batch cof nicely browned spuds 
squarely in the middle of the platter, put 
the eggs on one side and the ham or ba- 
con on the other, pour out a good cup of 
coffee, add a few pieces of buttered toast 
and the morning paper. 

Diced and browned nicely with chopped 
onions, bell peppers and pimientos—well, 
give yourself a treat sometime. 

Then we have our French fried, shoe 
string, Saratoga chips and, oh yes, there 
are lots of other ways to cook potatoes. 
And you say that I left mut sweet pota- 
toes? I did nothing of the sort. The 
title of this article is SPUDS, and listen 
to me, Buddy, spuds is spuds, not sweet 
potatoes.
